Chief W. M. Stafford's 1eport 
indicates that Palm Beach County, 
or District 1, suffered the rhost 
severe loss from fire during, the 
past two years with 270 unauthor- 
ized fires, more than reported in 
any other district, claiming the 
attention of'the department. 

Chief Stafford's report further 
indicated that the district's equip- 
mient^was at full strength ang in 
better condition now than ut any 
previous time since the district's 
creation in 1935. He added that 
the district had rendered service 
of inestimable value in controlling 
wide-spread muck fires. Extreme 
droughts, like that experienced. in 
South Florida this year, make 
unusually heavy demands on the 
district'8 equipment, the report 
stated. Only at such times a this 
is the district unable to cuntrol 
all of the unauthorized f:res at 
once, the statement concluded.
